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The amendment filed 1-2-2007 fails to comply with 37 CFR 1.121 (5) ( c) (2). The text of deleted material in claims should be 
indicated in strike through, or for five or fewer characters, double brackets; however, in numerous instances, including "includes: 
measuring", in claim 12, double brackets are used inappropriately.
